Irvine police cruiser damaged when hit by 
alleged drunk driver, officer not injured

An Irvine Division of Police Officer narrowly escaped 
injury last Friday when the cruiser he was driving on 
patrol was hit by a suspected drunk driver. 

According to an accident report by the Kentucky 
State Police, Officer Michael Gross was facing south 
on the Joseph Proctor Bypass waiting for the light to 
change when a 2003 Suzuki passenger car being driv¬ 
en by 20 year old George Davis of Grace Chapel Road, 
attempted to turn onto the bypass from Richmond 
Road. 

The report states that Davis' vehicle hit the police 


cruiser in the driver's side as he made the turn. 

Gross was transported to Marcum & Wallace 
Memorial Hospital by Estill Emergency Services 
ambulance where he was treated and released. 

Irvine Chief Brad Smith said the cruiser will need a 
tire and wheel for the left front, a bumper, a left front 
fender and a left front door. 

Davis was taken to Marcum & Wallace for a blood 
test to ascertain his alcohol level before being taken 
to the Estill County Jail. KSP Trooper Coyle stated on 
his report that Davis told him he had been drinking 
vodka and couldn't pass a field sobriety test. 

He was charged with operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs, first degree 


wanton endangerment of a police officer and reckless 
driving. 

Smith said Gross had been asked to assist the Estill 
County Sheriffs office in checking out Advance Auto 
Parts on Richmond Road due to an alarm drop at the 
location. 

"He was already at the north end of Irvine, so he 
decided to make the loop across the bypass rather 
than going back through town," Smith said. 

Davis was not injured and Smith said Gross was all 
right except for being sore. 

Smith said he called in the KSP to avoid any con¬ 
flict. Officer Joseph Lee assisted.

Dear Abbey is a welcome sight to residents of nursing home

When Rosetta Turpin 
and her dog Abbey stroll 
the halls of the Irvine 
Health and Rehabilitation 
Center greeting resi¬ 
dents, they leave a wake 
of smiles behind them. 

Opinions are varied, 
though, about Abbey’s 
appearance, as she 
approaches individuals 
in their wheelchairs. 

Irene Noland is all 
smiles as she strokes the 
dog’s wrinkled nose and 


says, “She’s so pretty!” 

“I’m afraid of that kind 
of dog,” another lady 
frowns and is reluctant 
to touch her. 

Abbey’s owner is quick 
to reassure the woman 
that Abbey is an English 
bulldog, not a pit bull, 
and their temperaments 
are very different. She 
explains that English 
bulldogs are from the 
mastiff family. Pit bulls 
are a type of terrier. 

Turpin croons to her 
roly-poly 68-pound pet 
like she’s a child. “The 


vet says Abbey is a lit¬ 
tle overweight, but not 
much,” she smiles. She 
says the breed is a mus¬ 
cular one. 

Turpin has a cheer¬ 
ful manner with the 
patients, pausing at each 
door to ask occupants if 
they’d like to pet Abbey. 
She says that she always 
asks permission of the 
residents first, and she 
never tries to push her on 
anyone. 

Dressed in a pink ther¬ 
apy vest and leash, Abbey 
approaches each patient 


as if she expects to be 
warmly greeted. 

“It’s amazing how she 
picks up on the individu¬ 
al patient’s need,” Turpin 
says. Abbey seems to 
sense the difference in 
patients and staff mem¬ 
bers, although she draws 
a small crowd of staff 
who stop to pet her and 
receive kisses too. 

Abbey remains calm 
and unflappable, even 
when the fire alarm 
sounds. Not only is she 
calm by nature, Turpin 
says, but “She’s had 12 


weeks of obedience train¬ 
ing.” 

Turpin has been visit¬ 
ing patients in nursing 
homes and adult daycares 
for several years now. “I 
wanted to start a min¬ 
istry,” she said. “I love 
people, and Abbey loves 
people, so this seemed 
like a natural thing to 
do.” 

She actually began her 
ministry with her first 
English bulldog, Maggie, 
whom she owned for 
three years. “She died 
of a heart attack at my 


feet when we were on 
vacation in Florida,” says 
Turpin. “That was a ter¬ 
rible experience.” 

She grieved so much 
that her husband bought 
six-week old Abbey for 
her 16 days later, because 
he couldn’t stand to see 
her crying every day over 
Maggie. 

Rosetta and her hus¬ 
band, Ronald, now live 
in the Will-O-Mac subdi¬ 
vision in Richmond, but

He was a lifelong Democrat. He 
was always interested in boosting 
Estill County and would serve on 
any committee that work towards 
that goal. 

Cornelison’s commemorative 
plaque was presented to his 
daughter, Billie Scriver along with 


his granchildren, Kay and Glenn. 

Lee Hawkins was the other 
posthumous inductee. 

Katie Mooers presented him in 
Greg Snowdens place, who was 
scheduled to be his presenter but 
was unable to attend. 

Mooers told the group that 
Hawkins grew up in West Irvine 
and graduated from Estill High.

When they go out to eat, she sits in the car with 
the air conditioning running. 

Turpin says, “She expects certain treats from cer¬ 
tain places. 

“She loves chicken on a stick from the Grand China 
Buffett, and when we go to Sonny's she expects a 
piece of rotisserie chicken.” 

The vibrant 63-year old has been operating a clean¬ 
ing business for the past twenty-three years. “I like 
it, because I have the freedom to do things like this,” 
she says. 

Abbey and Rosetta plan to visit the nursing home 
in Irvine each month. 

They occasionally visit the hospice care center in 
Richmond, and every Monday morning they visit an 
adult day care center in Richmond where they bring 
smiles and good cheer to patients with problems 
ranging from autism to brain injuries. 

Turpin says that she unexpectedly lost her mom 
in January and brightening others’ days helps to “fill 
the void.” 

The smiles on the faces of those she and Abbey 
visit are evidence that she is doing just that.

Irvine council discusses 
curfew for teens

A city ordinance 
drafted a “few years ago” 
was discussed again at 
an Irvine City Council 
meeting Monday night. 

High Street resident, 
Jim Walters, told the 
council he left Irvine 
in 1967 and was upset 
at the way things had 
changed when he recent¬ 
ly moved back to town. 

“I am appalled at 
what's happened to our 
town. My main concern 
is the number of teenag¬ 
ers on the streets at two 
or three in the morning,” 
he said. 

He wanted to know if 
there was a curfew for 
youngsters and told the 
council that Ravenna 
has one. 

City Attorney Rodney 
Davis said he had draft¬ 
ed such an ordinance 
a few years ago, and 
couldn't remember what 
had happened with it. 

“I know there was a 


debate about it,” Davis 
said. 

Walters said he didn't 
want to punish the “good 
kids.” 

“But where are the 
good kids? They are 
home in bed, so they'll 
be ready for school in 
the morning,” Walters 
said. 

Mayor Ernest Farmer 
told Walters that Davis 
would bring the ordi¬ 
nance to the council at 
the next meeting and 
the council would work 
on it again. 

In his mayor's report, 
Farmer ask the council 
to appoint Gary Powell 
to fill a vacancy on 
the planning and zon¬ 
ing board. The council 
agreed. 

Fire Chief Tony 
Murphy told the council 
that a fire truck had 
rolled into one of the bay 
doors at the new fire sta¬ 
tion and damaged it. 

“I figure it will cost 
$500 to fix it,” Murphy 
said. 


Police Chief Brad 
Smith told the council a 
cruiser had been dam¬ 
aged in an accident over 
the weekend and that 
the owner of the other 
car involved had insur¬ 
ance that would pay for 
fixing it. 

“It'll need a tire, a 
wheel, a fender and a 
left side door,” he said. 

“It is at Arthur's right 
now.” 

Farmer said he and 
Councilman Tobo Bryant 
were talking before the 
meeting about having 
tee shirts made to com¬ 
memorate the 200th 
birthday of Irvine. 

“We can't afford to 
have them made and 
give them away, but we 
can sell them for what¬ 
ever they cost to make 
them,” Farmer said. 

The anniversary will 
be celebrated during the 
22nd annual Mountain 
Mushroom Festival in 
April. The entire festival 
will carry the anniver¬ 
sary theme. 


Court receives $100,000 for park 

The Estill County Fiscal Court received a $100,000 grant from the Federal 
Highway Administration's Recreational Trails Program. First Lady Jane Beshear 
presented the check to Estill Judge-Executive Wallace Taylor and park board 
member Scott Jones at a ceremony at the capitol. 

A total of $1,849,648 in federal grant money was awarded to 38 applicants for 
hiking, biking, horseback riding and other types of trails. 

“Developing Kentucky trails is instrumental in increasing overall adventure 
tourism efforts and boosting local economies throughout the state,” said Mrs. 
Beshear. “These federal funds help communities get trail projects off the ground 
so they can bring in tourism dollars and provide areas for their citizens to be 
active and live healthier lifestyles.” 

Taylor said they will expand the existing trails and install trailhead facilities 
such as solar lights, benches, self-contained restroom facilities and signs at the 
new park on Dry Ridge Road.

Two employees of auto parts store arrested 

A Richmond man who was employed at the Irvine Advance Auto Store was 
arrested Feb. 23 and charged with stealing from the store. 

Richard D. Snowden, 24, of Keeneland Drive in Richmond was an employee of 
the store and allegedly admitted to Estill Deputy Russell “Doc” Morris that he 
stole about $1,500 beginning in December and continuing to the present time. 

Morris' report states that Snowden took both auto parts and money. He was 
charged with theft by unlawful taking and lodged in the Estill County Jail. His 
bail was set at $6,500 surety. He pleaded not guilty at his arraignment on Feb. 
24. 

Morris also arrested another employee of Advance Auto, Richard D. Riddell, 
and charged him with stealing money from the store. 

Morris' citation states that the 32 year old, Riddell, told him that he had been 
stealing from the store for many month. The amount he is accused of taking is 
estimated at $3,000. 

Lodged in the Estill County Jail, Riddell is charged with theft by unlawful 
taking. His bail was set at $6,500 surety. 

Ravenna man cited on drug possession 

Kentucky State Police Detective Charles B. Bowman cited a Ravenna man 
on drug charges after he was called to the home to investigate a man making a 
disturbance. 

Bowman's report states that he arrived at the residence on Cow Creek and 
found Adam Todd Neal, 39, passed out in his bedroom at his parents' home. 

Neal's father told Bowman that his son had “taken a handful of pills.” 

Bowman's report states that the younger Neal's room was in disarray and that 
there were pills and bottles scattered throughout the room. Bowman stated he 
found 37 Percosets in a cellophane wrapper from a cigarette package lying on 
the floor near the television. 

Estill Sheriff Gary Freeman and Irvine Division of Police Captain Adrian 
McKinney were witnesses. 

Isaacs accuses Estes of forgery 

Deputy Morris arrested Darrell D. Estes on an Estill District Court warrant 
requested by local businessman Bobby Isaacs. 

Estes, 34, is charged with two counts of second degree criminal possession of 
a forged instrument and two counts of second degree forgery. Both charges are 
Class D felonies. 

The warrant states that Estes took two checks on Isaacs' account to Ravenna 
Market, forged his signature and cashed one for $100 and one for $45 from July 
14 until July 20.

Irvine Division of Police Chief Brad Smith said Monday that Bobby Miller, of 
Ohio, the man who threatened to kill Judge-Executive Wallace Taylor and Estill 
County Attorney Rodney Davis was to be brought back to Irvine on Tuesday 
to answer the charges. He was jailed in Ohio and waived extradition. No other 
information was available at presstime.

State lawmakers reach 
agreement on redistricting 


Kentucky’s congres¬ 
sional redistricting issue 
has been settled by the 
house and senate, with 
state lawmakers reach¬ 
ing an agreement on how 
to redraw the boundaries 
of the state’s six congres¬ 
sional districts late last 
week. 

Redistricting plans 
for state house and sen¬ 
ate seats, on the other 
hand, are still up in the 
air after the Franklin 
Circuit Court declared 
the new district maps 
in House Bill 1 violate 
Section 33 of the state 
constitution and earlier 
supreme court rulings 
concerning redistricting. 

The Kentucky Supreme 
Court is now being asked 
by state legislative lead¬ 
ers to overturn the lower 
court’s ruling. Whether 
we’ll ultimately be run¬ 
ning in our old districts 
or the ones the general 
assembly approved in 
January is not yet 
known. For now, we’re 
operating under a court 
order to run in the old 
ones, but that’s part of 
the appeal. 

Under both plans, the 
good people of Breathitt, 
Estill and Lee counties 
are still in the 91st house 
district that I currently 
represent. 

The house transporta¬ 
tion committee approved 
House Bill 133 this 
week, which would allow 
drivers of slow moving 
vehicles like horse-drawn 
buggies to substitute col¬ 
orless reflective tape for 
the bright orange trian¬ 
gular safety emblem cur¬ 
rently required by state 

First priority 

We’ve long said our 
first priority in policy¬ 
making is to ensure the 
welfare of our “most vul¬ 
nerable”—our children, 
the elderly, and persons 
with disabilities, spe¬ 
cifically. This week, we 
moved forward in adding 
Kentucky’s increasing 
number of human-traf¬ 
ficking victims to that 
priority list. 

By a unanimous 
vote of 13-0, the House 
Judiciary Committee on 
Wednesday approved 
House Bill 350. Should it 
become law, the legisla¬ 
tion would create new 
felony crimes for human 
trafficking, and increase 
funding to both prosecute 
traffickers and advocate 
against this modern-day 
form of slavery. 

We also heard from 
law enforcement officials 
that they need more 
specific tools to pursue 
cases against those who 
view child pornography 
in the Commonwealth. 
Currently, possession of 
child pornography is a 
felony, but intentionally 
viewing the images (such 
as on the Internet) is not 
yet a crime. In response, 
we passed HB 126, which 
would make the inten¬ 
tional viewing of child 
pornography a felony 
under state law. 

Another growing 
problem in Kentucky 
is cervical cancer. The 
Commonwealth ranks 
among 11 states with the

law. Several members of 
Kentucky’s Amish com¬ 
munity have shown sup¬ 
port of the proposed use 
of white or silver reflec¬ 
tive tape on the rear of 
their buggies instead 
of the orange emblem, 
which violates their reli¬ 
gious convictions against 
loud or flashy displays. 

A bill similar to HB 133 
has already passed the 
Senate. 

The intentional view¬ 
ing of child pornogra¬ 
phy—which is not yet a 
crime under Kentucky 
law-would become 
a felony under a bill 
that cleared the house 
judiciary committee on 
Wednesday. Current 
state law outlaws only 
the possession, not the 
viewing, of child por¬ 
nography, according to 
committee testimony. 
However, the use of the 
Internet has made child 
pornography more read¬ 
ily available and the 
viewing of such disgust¬ 
ing images easier than 
ever before. 

HB 126, which now 
goes to the full house for 
its consideration, would 
make intentional, delib- 


highest rates of cervi¬ 
cal cancer in the nation 
over the past five years. 
Since cervical cancer 
is commonly caused by 
a strain of the sexu¬ 
ally transmitted human 
papillomavirus (HPV), 
the House passed House 
Resolution 80 this week 
to bring attention to the 
matter and encourage 
Kentuckians to learn 
more about the HPV vac¬ 
cine. 

Creating jobs is the 
intent behind another 
bill that cleared the 
House floor this week. 

HB 400—which was 
passed by the House on a 
95-0 vote on Thursday— 
would expand eligibility 
for tax incentives under 
the 2007 Kentucky 
Jobs Retention Act to 
Kentucky’s Toyota and 
GM automaker plants. 
The original legislation 
helped bring up to 3,000 
jobs to Louisville’s Ford 
Motor Company plants. 

A plan to raise the 
school dropout age from 
16 to 18 by 2017 has 
also cleared the House in 
recent days, as did legis¬ 
lation that would allow 
voters to amend the state 
Constitution to restore 
the voting rights of most 
types of felons after they 
complete sentencing, 
probation or parole. HB 
216—which contains the 
school dropout propos¬ 
al—and HB 70 — which 
includes the felon voting 
rights provision - passed

We’ve long said our first priority in 
policymaking is to ensure the welfare 
of our “most vulnerable”—our children, 
the elderly, and persons with disabili¬ 
ties, specifically. This week, we moved 
forward in adding Kentucky’s increas¬ 
ing number of human-trafficking vic¬ 
tims to that priority list. 

By a unanimous vote of 13-0, 
the House Judiciary Committee on 
Wednesday approved House Bill 350. 
Should it become law, the legislation 
would create new felony crimes for 
human trafficking, and increase fund¬ 
ing to both prosecute traffickers and 
advocate against this modern-day form 
of slavery. 

We also heard from law enforcement 
officials that they need more specific 
tools to pursue cases against those 
who view child pornography in the 
Commonwealth. Currently, possession 
of child pornography is a felony, but 
intentionally viewing the images (such 
as on the Internet) is not yet a crime. 

In response, we passed HB 126, which 
would make the intentional viewing of 
child pornography a felony under state 
law. 

Another growing problem in 
Kentucky is cervical cancer. The 
Commonwealth ranks among 11 
states with the highest rates of cervi¬ 
cal cancer in the nation over the past 
five years. Since cervical cancer is 
commonly caused by a strain of the 
sexually transmitted human papil¬ 
lomavirus (HPV), the House passed 
House Resolution 80 this week to bring 
attention to the matter and encourage 
Kentuckians to learn more about the 
HPV vaccine. 

Creating jobs is the intent behind 
another bill that cleared the House 
floor this week. HB 400—which was 
passed by the House on a 95-0 vote 
on Thursday—would expand eligi¬ 


bility for tax incentives under the 
2007 Kentucky Jobs Retention Act to 
Kentucky’s Toyota and GM automaker 
plants. The original legislation helped 
bring up to 3,000 jobs to Louisville’s 
Ford Motor Company plants. 

A plan to raise the school dropout 
age from 16 to 18 by 2017 has also 
cleared the House in recent days, as 
did legislation that would allow vot¬ 
ers to amend the state Constitution 
to restore the voting rights of most 
types of felons after they complete 
sentencing, probation or parole. HB 
216—which contains the school drop¬ 
out proposal—and HB 70 - which 
includes the felon voting rights provi¬ 
sion - passed the House by votes of 87- 
10 and 78-18, respectively. Both have 
been sent to the Senate. 

The work of House committees has 
intensified over the past two weeks. 
Committees have invited testimony on 
a number of emotionally charged bills, 
including HB 77, which would allow 
charter schools in Kentucky, and HB 
260, which would make the now-pri¬ 
vate University of Pikeville the state’s 
ninth public university.

‘Take Back’ days are here again 


Kentucky State Police 
(KSP) will partner with 
the Drug Enforcement 
Agency (DE A) on Saturday 
April 28, in a collaborative 
effort to remove poten¬ 
tially dangerous con¬ 
trolled substances from 
home medicine cabinets. 
Collections will take place 
at the Richmond Post, 699 
Eastern By-Pass, from 10 
a.m. through 2 p.m. 

Additional locations 
will be listed closer to the 
collection date. 

KSP has participated in 
the three previous 'Take 
Back' days collecting sev¬ 
eral hundred pounds of 
prescription medication. 

•Participants may dis¬ 
pose of medication in its 
original container or by 
removing the medication 
from its container and 
disposing of it directly 
into the disposal box. 

•All solid dosage phar¬ 
maceutical product and 
liquids in consumer con¬ 
tainers may be accepted. 
Liquid products, such 
as cough syrup, should 
remain sealed in their 
original container. The 
depositor should ensure 
that the cap is tightly 
sealed to prevent leak¬ 


age. 

• Intra-venous solutions, 
injectibles, and syringes 
will not be accepted due to 
potential hazard posed by 
blood-borne pathogens. 

•Illicit substances such 
as marijuana or meth- 
amphetamine are not a 
part of this initiative and 
should not be placed in 
collection containers. 


"The Kentucky State 
Police recognizes the dan¬ 
ger of misuse and abuse 
in prescription drugs.

Creatures of the night make a rare daytime appearance

While fox squirrels and gray squir¬ 
rels are a common sight because they 
scamper about in broad daylight, flying 
squirrels, though not a threatened spe¬ 
cies, are seldom seen. If they're spotted, 
it's usually at dusk, as they glide about 
in trees or in the rafters of old barns 
and buildings. This bright-eyed flying 
squirrel and three of his companions 
were recently startled from their home 
in a dead cedar tree. Three of them 


quickly scampered back inside, but this 
one was curious and lingered outside 
long enough for me to get some rare 
daytime shots. 

Flying squirrels are smaller than red 
or gray squirrels. Nearly half their 
length is made up of a flat fluffy tail. 
When they leap to “fly,” the large furry 
membrane attached at their wrists and 
ankles opens up like a cape and helps 
them glide through the air without fall¬ 
ing.

14th Regional 
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Estill County Engineers take second place in 56th district tourney

Both the Engineers and 
Lady Engineers traveled 
to Powell County last 
week to take part in the 
2012 56th district tourna¬ 
ment. The Lady Engineers 
lost in the first round to 
host Powell County, 51- 
48. The Engineers had 
better luck; they rolled 
past the Bobcats of Lee 
County, beating them 63- 
53. They moved on in the 
tournament looking to get 
their first district cham¬ 
pionship since 2008, the 
only thing in their way 
were the Pirates of Powell 
County. Estill couldn’t 
pull out a “W”, falling to 
the pirates, 54-46. 

The Lady Engineers 
started the game off on a 
slow note, on both offense 
and defense. They man¬ 
aged to put up only three 
points in the first quarter 
and they allowed Powell 
to score sixteen. After a 
bit of motivation from 
Coach McKinnley, the 
girls turned the tables and 
held Powell to only three 
and they scored eighteen, 
giving them a two point 
lead going into the locker 
room. During the second 
half things heated up, nei¬ 
ther team could hold a 
lead for more than two 
minutes and everyone 
knew that it would be a 
game of free throws. In 
the end, Estill couldn’t 
hold on to their halftime 
lead. They lost in the first 
round, 51-46. 

The first game the 
Engineers played was 
against Lee County, after 
a scare where the Bobcats 
took the lead; Estill pulled 
out all the stops, beating 
the Bobcats 63-53. This 
game was fairly close 
throughout the first half, 
both teams passed the 
lead back and forth, but 
the Engineers managed 
to outscore the Bobcats 
by an impressive 10 point 
margin. 

Now for the big game, 
Estill County faced off 
against host Powell 
County in a much antici¬ 
pated 56th district cham¬ 
pionship game. The 
Pirates won the tip off, 
and immediately turned 
the ball over once on a 
walk and the other was 
a foul. Brandon Morris 
went to the line and made 
one of two free throws. On 
the Pirates next posses¬ 
sion Morris blocked the 
ball and Chase Alexander 
came up with the rebound. 
Colby Baber topped off the 
play on the defensive end 
with a big three. Powell 
County would go on to 
score a basket, then Baber 
would drive to the basket, 
miss a lay-up, retrieve 
his own rebound and 
go back up for a basket. 
With Estill up 7-3, Powell 
County Coach Brian Hall 
had seen enough and 


called a time out. After 
getting several rebounds, 
Chase Alexander would 
go to the bench with 3 
fouls, with only 3 min¬ 
utes remaining. At the 
end of the first quarter 
the Engineers had a two 
point lead, 13-11. 

At the start of the sec¬ 
ond Estill went on a 7- 
0 run thanks to another 
three from Baber, a bas¬ 
ket by Trevor Jones and 
a bucket by Clay Case. 
Powell County burned 
another timeout trying to 
break the momentum. The 
timeout worked against 
the Engineers, Powell 
closed the gap back to 
within three points. Jones 
went to work in one pos¬ 
session. He grabbed an 
offensive rebound, put the 
ball up for a basket and 
then, on the other end of 
the floor, he blocked the 
ball out of bounds with 
authority. The Pirates 
went down the court and 
tried to go inside for a 
layup , but Josiah Muncie 
stepped in front of the 
player and drew a charge, 
sending him to the char¬ 
ity stripe. He would make 
one of two. After the free 
throws, some words and 
pushes were exchanged 
underneath the basket, a 
rivalry game at its finest. 
Estill would come out of 
the first half up by four on 
the Pirates, 28-24. 

After the halftime break, 
Estill came out looking 
to seal the deal against 
the Pirates, however on 
the pirates second posses¬ 
sion, Chase Alexander got 
called for a fourth foul, 
only two minutes into the 
second half. The Priates 
come out in a full court 
pressure defense to start 
the third quarter and it 
took the Engineers sev¬ 
eral turnovers to figure 
out how to get past it. 
It took most of the third 
quarter for the Pirates 
to regain the lead, they 
took the lead for the first 
time in the game with 
two minutes to go in the 
third quarter. The Pirates 
ended the third quarter 
up three points on the Big 
Blue, 40-37. 

With only eight minutes 
left to play in the ball- 
game, Brandon Morris 
went to work on offense. 
On three possessions he 
scored four points, and 
assisted Josiah Muncie 
on another. This tied the 
game at 41 with only 4 
minutes left to play. Morris 
received his fourth foul 
with 3 minutes to go and 
the Pirates up three. The 
Engineers would go on 
to score five more points, 
but it wasn’t enough to 
hold off the Pirates. The 
final score was 54-46. 
Estill will play Breathitt 
County Thursday March 1 
at 8 p.m. in Knott County 
for the first round for the 
14th regional tournament.
